Ten 
housand children entertained at Detroit . . . three thousand 
at Nashville . . . six hundred at Merchantville, N. .1. . . . four 
hundred at Providence . . . live hundred at Macon . . . two 
hundred and fifty at Dallas . . . and so on, through paragraph 
after paragraph, all over the nation. 
T hat’s the Exchange Clubs’ story. 
The other luncheon 
Hubs do the same thing. 
Kiwanis, Rotary, Lions and the rest 
—they all go in for it. 
Now maybe that isn’t \ery imp ortant. 
And maybe some 
o! the luncheon club sp eakers do say loolish things once in 
a while.
